Believed Call for Bacon From 
Britain Will Not Decline 
at War’s End

OTTAWA, Sept. 30th.—It is an 
interesting sidelight on the course of 
the U-boat warfare which for the 
time being at least has slackened in 
intensity, that since the war began 
only between 2 and 2-1/4 per cent of 
bacon shipments from Canada _ to 
Great Britain has been lost through 
enemy action. 

This represents, of course, a substan- 
tial loss, but it appears surprisingly 
low when the savagery of the assaults 
on the convoys in the North Atlantic 
during the greater period of the war 
period is considered. It was good news 
given by Mr. Churchill that during 
@’: past four months not a single ship 

was lost in the North Atlantic, and 
certainly tribute should be paid to the 
Canadian navy as well as British and 
American war ships that helped to keep 
open these sea lanes. At the same 
time, there is no assurance that the 
U-boat packs may not be coming out 
in greater numbers in the days to come. 


28 Per Cent Increase Needed 


Hog marketings in Canada have 
been running 5 per cent above the 
same period of 1942, but to reachthe 
1943 objective the increase on 1942 
should average 28 per cent. That is, 
to get the 675 million pounds of Wilt- 
shire sides asked by Britain from 
Canada, 128 hogs must be marketed 
for every 100 marketed in 1942. Un- 
doubtedly the increase in the immediate 
future will be pronounced. 

In August the general increase on 
August of last. year was 21 per cent, 
and a similar increase is indicated for 
September, but while shipments of 
12 to 13 million pounds of bacon 
weekly have gone to Britain, the 
amount will have to be increased to 
16 million for the balance of the con- 
tract period if Canada is to come close 
te the completion of the contract. 

s a rough guess it would appear that 
about 600 million pounds will be ship- 

ed within the stipulated time. This 
gure may, however, be exceeded 
under present momentum. A census 
showed that on June Ist of this year 
there were one million more hogs on 
Canadian farms than on the same date 
in 1942. . ;

OTTAWA, Sept. 30th.—With the 
National Liberal Federation meeting 
as a setting for drastic action on the 
home front, the Government made 
the announcement of the suspension 
of futures trading on the Winnipe

The halt to trading on the exchange 
followed rumors and warnings, while 
the lift in wheat price is in close accord 
with prevailing prices. The new price 
apres to the undelivered portion 
of the quota of 14 bushels per auth- 
orized acre of the 1943-44 crop year 
and to the full 1944-45 crop. 

Payment will be made to growers 
on certificates they hold for wheat 
delivered to the Board in the years 
since 1940. 

The Wheat Board is now in control 
of the purchase and sale of Canadian 
wheat. The far-reaching change in 
peney has been due, the Minister, 

r. MacKinnon, explained, to the un- 
usual marketing conditions resulting 
from the war. 


Views of Leaders 


Commenting on the action now tak- 
en, Robert Gardiner, President of the 
U.F.A., stated that this was in line 
with the poliey of that organization, 
and he felt it would be in the best 
interests of the people. The farmers 
would appreciate the increase in the 
initial payment as a step in the-right 
direction. As a price for wheat it 
was not enough when today’s costs 
of production were taken into account.

Food Production During War 


and Post-War Period . 


Dear Members: 


Red Deer, Alta. 


We hardly pick up a paper or a magazine today which 
does not contain reading matter on the problem of food 
production for both during the war and the post war period. 


In the September issue of Canadian 
Business (published by the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce) I read that 
after an intense survey of post-war 
lanning and thinking on the part of 

oards of Trade, Chambers of Com- 
merce, Reconstruction Committees, 
Trade Associations and Business Firms, 
all across Canada, the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce has presented 
its findings to the Parliamentary 
Committee on Reconstruction, Econ- 
omic Re-establishment and Social Se- 


curity. Among many other recom- 
mendations the Chamber declares 
that the prime post-war objective 


should be the creation of world mar- 
kets, and measures should be planned 
for the betterment of Canadian Agri- 
culture. For once we find ourselves 
in hearty agreement with the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Action of Ontario Premier 


From the Financial Post, I learn 
that to fulfill an election promise 
Ontario’s Premier George Drew and 
his Minister of Agriculture, T. L. 
Kennedy, very recently called a con- 
vention of 250 farm leaders from all 
over the Province and asked them to 
appoint a Provincial Committee to 
prepare detailed recommendations to 
the Government dealing with the 
various problems faced by the farmers 
of that Province. Both the Premier 
and the Minister of Agriculture made 
it clear that it was up to the Ontario 
farmers themselves to work out their 
own Agricultural program. Their own 
appointed Provincial committee is to be 
given full authority and the necessary 
financial assistance to find out what is 
wrong and suggest remedies. Appar- 
ently, what Messrs. Drew and Kennedy 
have in mind is a modified adaption 
of the British set‘up for boosting food 
production. 

The system in England is based on 
local organizations appointed by the 
farmers themselves, which through a 
central committee advise and. work 
with the Government and direct the 
national plan for greater food produc- 
tion. There is in Alberta an agri- 
cultural committee set up within the 
frame work of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment Post-War Reconstruction 
committee. 

Its duties apparently are concerned 
entirely with the Post-War period. 
They are purely a Government con- 
stituted organization. “= 


On Democratic Lines 


On the other hand, the one formed 
in Ontario is set up on democratic 
lines and its duties are to try and give 
the Ontario farmer a new deal at once. 
It will endeavor to re-organize agri- 
cultural production to meet wartime 
demands. In Ontario they are con- 
cerned over the output of meat, dairy 
and other vital food products. The 
recommendations from the committee 
will undoubtedly be along lines neces- 
sary to stimulate their increased 
production, for Premier Drew stated 

luntly that food production in 
Ontario is threatened and at a time 


‘when ‘still more production would be 


needed both during the war and the 
reconstruction period to follow: What 
is more to the point, he has promised 


financial assistance with this aim in 
view. 

We here in Alberta are of course 
more concerned with the duties and 
findings of our own agricultural com- 
mittee, and irrespective of any points 
they consider it their duty to study, 
let us hope they will not fight shy of 
the old hard boiled problem of prices 
and markets. No land settlement 
scheme for returned men should be 
considered by them unless they can 
guarantee the vereran cost of pro 
duction and security in his holding. 


Farmers Should Have Assurances 


Furthermore Western farmers, as 
a whole, have a right to expect some 
sort of an assurance on the practical 
side of their business (that is, regard- 
ing prices and markets). 
entitled not only to receive full cost 
of production during the war, but the 
guarantee as to price structure must 
run for a definite term of years in 
the post-war era. We shall await the 
findings of our Alberta committee, 
hoping that some sort of a long term 
plan will he worked out and submitted

Ge 7c: Bron’ 
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Be on Guard Against 
Stinkweed Flavor 


As soon as fields are cleared 
and stock is turned out on them, 
the. possibility of getting stink- 
weed in milk and cream is greatly 
increased. Now is the time, 
therefore, to be on guard. : 
The flavor of stinkweéd, our Dairy 

Commissioner, D. H. McCallum points 
out in a recent bulletin, is one of the 
most disagreeable found in milk or 
cream, and it is becoming more and 
more common in Alberta. 

Stinkweed flavor is so persistent, 
says Mr. McCallum, that one can of 
milk or cream tainted with this weed 
can ruin a whole vat of cheese or 
churning of butter. 

Milk found to contain this flavor 
must be returned from the milk plant 
or cheese factory, while cream is dis- 
counted 10 to 15 cents per pound 
butterfat. 


To Eliminate Flavor 

Dairy producers can increase their 
revenue, and at the same time help 
Canada’s war effort by adopting the 
following methods designed to elim- 
inate stinkweed flavor: 

1. Wherever possible, keep all milk 
cows off pastures and fields infested 
with stinkweed. 

2. Remove or burn all screenings 
from around threshing machine set- 
tings before allowing milk cows to 
‘pasture in such fields. 

3. Remove cows from stinkweed- 
infested fields at ‘least three or four 
hours before milking. The longer the 
interval, the less possibility of tainted 
milk. 

4. Milk each cow into an empty 
pail, and determine by taste and 
smell which cows are producing tainted 
milk; this milk can be separated by 
itself or used for feeding livestock 
on the farm. 

5. Carefully check and test the 
flavor of cream from each individual 
separation before adding to the ship- 
ping can. Market the tainted cream

The feed situation in Eastern Canada 
still remains a serious problem. The 
freight assistance and_ subsidies to 
which has been added a 38 per cent 
dockage tolerance to expedite trans- 
port, have been only in part effective, 
and further shipments from the West 
are urgently needed for Eastern live- 
stock. A committee has now been 
appointed by the Government to super- 
vise the whole program of shipping 
feed grain to Eastern farms. Ontario

Prevention of Fire Losses 


Now that fire prevention week is 
approaching, the authorities here be- 
lieve the time is ripe to urge on the 
whole farming community throughout 
the. country to increase precautions 
against fire losses. Insurance com- 
panies have been pointing out that 
many disastrous fires could be pre- 
vented with reasonable precautions 
which would not entail any additional 
expense. Even a few pails of water 
or sand kept ready for use would in 
many cases put out fires in- their 
inception.

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NEW WHEAT POLICY Visionaries 


As our news columns show, the changes in wheat 
policy adopted by the Dominion Government have 
been approved by representative officers of farm 
organizations and commercial companies throughout 
Western Canada as steps in the right direction. 
They are in line with recommendations that have 
been made from time to time by the farm movement. 


In the judgment of many the changes were long ° 


overdue. 

Trading in wheat futures has been stopped, 
and all wheat stocks will be taken over by’ the 
Wheat Board, which will take deliveries of farmers’ 
wheat, up to the quota limit of 14 bushels, grown 
in this or former seasons, advancing an _ initial 
payment (not a “price’”) of $1.25 per bushel One 
Northern, Fort William basis. 

The decision to close out the Wheat Board 
accounts for 1940-41, 1941-42 and 1942-43, and 
make distribution in respect to farmers’ deliveries 
in these years is gratifying. Hon. J. A. MacKinnon, 
the Minister of Trade and Commerce, pointed out 
that this action “will mean that instead of the 
producer having to wait until the balance of these 
crops are sold, he will receive a final payment on 
his deliveries to the Board as soon as the accounting 
has been completed and the cheques can be issued.”

MORE THAN OUR SHARE? 


When we in North America have devoted as 
great a proportion of our manpower and woman- 
power directly or indirectly to wartime tasks as have 
the people of ‘Britain and Russia, it will be+time 
enough for us to begin to talk about “doing our fair 
share’ to defeat the Axis powers. .Yet. there are 
those in Canada, chiefly in Quebec, who have begun 
to suggest that in one way or another we have been 
overgenerous; that Canada has done proportion- 
ately more than she could fairly be called upon to do. 

Almost every class in our community of course, 
is faced with new difficulties, arising out of wartime 
conditions. ‘There is bungling from time to time 


‘in the devising and enforcement of regulations and 


restrictions, and we do well to protest when protest 
is- warranted, and especially when our protests may 
lead, not only to the removal of causes of irritation 
to ourselves, but also in greater economic efficiency 
in the fields of production or service with which we 
are familiar. Agriculture is faced with special 
difficulties, as are other industries, and we have 
reason to know that printers and publishers have 
theirs. 

But when we turn our faces to Eastern Europe, 
where the valiant Russian armies are reaping the 
reward of sacrifice such as upon this continent it is 
difficult to dream of; when we turn to Britain, where 
today almost ‘‘the last man, boy, woman and girl” 
will soon have been mobilized, where conscription of 


‘youths of high school age for work in the mines is 


well advanced, and where women up to 50 may 
soon be registered and made available for productive 
work at the direction of government agencies—re- 
serves of manpower and boypower having been 
virtually exhausted—the inconveniences and irrita- 
tions we may have to face seem of negligible im- 
portance. As we realize these things we shall be 
led to press our Government to adopt more efficient 
methods of mobilizing our men for armed service 
in Canada or overseas, and our men and women for 
production; but we shall not be inclined to exaggerate 
what we as citizens of Canada have done. 


When through the whole wide world the guns are stilled, 
And healing tides of peace flow full and high, 

Will dreams that we have cherished be fulfilled, 
And man to man his rightssno more deny? 

Will plenty fill our eager outstretched hands, 
And leisure after labor grace the day,

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Warn That Failure to 
Plan After Last War 
Ended in Disaster 


League of Nations Report Shows 
Peril if Lesson Not 
Learned

PRINCETON, N.J.—The delay in 
dealing with problems of economic 
reconstruction after the last war had 
fatal consequences for Europe, warns 
a report of the League of Nations, just 
pub ished here. The report, entitled 
‘Europe’s Overseas Needs 1919-20 
and How They Were Met’, clearly 
indicates the errors which must be 
avoided if Europe is not to plunge into 
economic chaos once this war is over. 

After the last war, international 
action was almost entirely confined to 
providing foodstuffs for starving pop- 
ulations, and no general plan existed 
for reviving European industry by 
furnishing promptly the raw materials 
and other goods necessary to that 
revival, the report states. It was not 
until the Brussels Conference, in the 
fall of 1920, that the problem of recon- 
struction was faced; but it was then 
too late. In the meantime, failure 
to increase production had caused the 
collapse of many national currencies 
and runaway inflations which caused 
wholesale disruption.

They believed that it tended to 
depress the price of grain in time of 
rush delivery during harvest and failed 
to enhance prices in depression periods 
when it was most needed.” 


Minister’s View 


Hon. D. B. MacMillan, Alberta 
Minister of Agriculture, said the taking 
over of all. stock now in store by the 
Board was “‘quite justifiable as a war 
measure”. It would doubtless find 
favor with farmers, and it was long 
over due. 

The new initial payment was ‘‘very 
fair’, and Mr. acKinnon’s an- 
nouncement appeared to be ‘fas gen- 
erous as we have any right to expect,” 
W. J. Parker, President of Manitoba 
Pool Elevators and Vice-President of 
Canadian Co-operative Wheat Pro- 
ducers, declared.

An Explanation of. National Selective Service 
Regulations—both Mobilization and Civilian— 
as applying to Workers in Agriculture 


If Subject to the Military Call-up, here are the Regulations: 


Men who work on farms, or who work in the woods as 


well as on farms, are in exactly the same position in | 


regard to Mobilization Regulations as all other citizens: 
those in the military age classes who desire postpone- 
ment of their military training must obtain such post- 
ponement from their Mobilization Board. 


HOW TO OBTAIN POSTPONEMENT 


When an order for medical examination is received, it 
must be obeyed and the medical examination taken 
as directed. 


If the medical examination shows the man to be fit for 
military service, and no request for postponement has 
been made, an order will then be sent requiring him 
to report for military training. 


If the man who is ordered for medical examination is 
needed on the farm, he should at once, and not later 
than 14 days from the date on the order to report for 
medical examination, make a written request for post- 
ponement to the Registrar of the Mobilization Division 
who issued the order. 


He will be granted a postponement unless it is proven 
that he is not needed in agriculture. 


Any man who fails to comply with any instructions re- 
ceived from the Registrar of his Mobilization Division 
is breaking the law. 


REQUEST For POSTPONEMENT To REGISTRAR 


Assistance in making an application for postponement 
may be obtained from the district representatives of the 
Provincial Department of Agriculture, Local Farm 
Production Committees, officials of the local Employ- 
ment and Seléctive Service Offices, and the Registrar 
of the Mobilization Division. 


The written request for postponement must give full 
details covering the following: 


(1) date the farm worker became engaged in agricul- 
ture; (2) size of the farm; (3) number of acres in 
different crops, wood lot and pasture; (4) number and 
kind of farm animals; (5) names, ages, sexes and 
fitness for farm work of all those working on the 
farm; (6) names, addresses and occupations of those 
members of the family who are not working on the 
farm-concerned; and (7)-other questions which may 


be submitted. 


POSTPONEMENT UNTIL FURTHER NOTICE 


If the applicant were engaged exclusively or principally 


in agriculture on March 23rd, 1942, and is essential to 


agriculture, he will obtain a postponement “‘until fur- 
ther notice’’. 


POSTPONEMENT FOR SHORTER PERIODS 


A man who is now engaged in agriculture, even if he 
were not so engaged on March 23, 1942, may obtain a 
temporary postponement. 
that full particulars be given and definite proof be 
submitted that the man is essential to agriculture. 


If the production of the farm does not justify the 
number of persons working on it, the Mobilization 
Board may grant the man a temporary postponement 
and require that he adopt a plan for increasing produc- 


tion or find employment on another farm where he is _ 


needed. . 


The district representative of the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, or the Local Farm Production 
Committee, may advise the man of another farm where 
he is needed or of ways by which he may increase 
agricultural production on the farri where he is located 
at present. 


Temporary postponements may be extended from time 
to time provided a request for further postponement is 
submitted to the Registrar one month before their 
expiry date. 


The postponement of a man who works on the farm, or 
who works in the woods as well as on the farm, may be 
cancelled if he ceases to be essential to agriculture.

kle 5 lbs. vegetable marrow, prepared 
as for cooking and cut in small pieces, 
with 1 cup salt. Let stand for 12 
hours. Mix 1 tbs. mustard and 2 
tsp. turmeric with a small part of 
3-1/2 pints malt vinegar, add re- 
maining vinegar, 1 lb. onions and 
3 sweet red peppers chopped fine, 
1 tsp. ground ginger, 1/4 cup brown 
sugar or honey, and boil 15 minutes. 
Drain and wash marrow, add _ to 
boiling mixture, and cook until ‘marrow 
is soft. Pour into sterilized jars and 
seal. 

Grape and Apple Butter: Wash 
6 cups Concord grapes and remove 
stems; crush fruit, and heat to boiling 
point; boil gently until skins are 
tender; press through sieve. Wash 
and quarter 12 medium apples, and 
cook with 2 cups water; press eae 
sieve, combine with grape pulp, a d 
4 cups sugar and cook until mixture 
is thick, about 20 minutes. Seal in 
hot sterilized jars. 

Sausage Strudel: Boil sausages 
for five minutes. Cut apples (unpeeled) 
into wedges, dip into brown sugar. 
Roll biscuit dough into rectangle; 
press in sausages, apple wedges; bake 
in hot oven. : 

Canned Apple Sauce: Prepare and 
cook apple sauce; sweeten to taste 
when apples are soft, or omit sugar 
altogether. Pack hot in sterilized 
sealers, partially seal and process in 
boiling water, 10 minutes for pints, 
15 minutes for quarts; in the oven, at 
275 degrees, 15 minutes for pints, 
25 minutes for quarts.

| The Wheat Situation | 


By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 
Superintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool 

A new peak in the carryover stocks 
of wheat in Canada, the United States, 
Argentina, and Australia, was reached 
at the close of the crop year 1942-43. 
These four countries had a combined 
surplus of 1,578 million bushels of 
wheat on July 31, 1943, or 157 million 
bushels more than a year earlier. 

The rising tide of surplus wheat can 
be’ attributed mostly to favorable 
wartime harvests. In Canada, total 
production of wheat in the four years 
1939-42 was almost double that of the 

revious four years, while in the 

nited States it was about 14 per cent 
greater. Wartime harvests have yield- 
ed less wheat in the southern hemis- 
phere countries, but total production 
in the four countries in the period 
1939-42 was-—1,207 million bushels 
greater than in the four years 1935-38, 
on a sharply reduced wheat acreage. 

The 1943 European crops indicate 
good harvests this year, sufficient to 
increase bread rations in the Balkan 
countries. The Italian wheat crop 
is better than average but it is doubt- 
ful the Italian people will be able to 
take advantage of the good harvest. 
Reports of the United Kingdom wheat 
crop indicate a good crop with similar 
favorable conditions in Russia. 

The first official estimate of the 
1943 wheat crop in Canada places 
production at 296,259,000 bushels 
compared with the provisionally re- 
vised estimate of 556,121,000 bushels 
for the 1942 crop. Taking carryover 
into account, the available supply of 
wheat in the 1943-44 crop year is 
898 million bushels, or about 92 
million bushels less than the total 
supply available in the crop year 
1942-43.

Will Grow New Hooves 


F.P., Strathmore. —Twelve-year-old 
pony mare walks with front feet ex- 
tended far ahead; bottom of feet and 
hooves break off in big chunks; hooves 
are rough and growing very fast. 
(1) Is it possible for horse to grow 
new hooves? (2) Will it hurt her to 
stand in snow? 

Ans.—(1) A horse will grow new 
hooves. This takes about 11 to 12 
months. For this pony I would advise 
a mild blister around the top of the 
hoof and keeping hooves well pared 
down.

Maybe Vitamins, Minerals Lacking 


J.G., Blackfalds.—I am _ having 
trouble in getting several of my cows 
to conceive. In fact, none of my 
spring freshened cows, six in number, 
are yet with calf.

Could you kindly 
suggest some remedy? 


Ans.—This condition is very often 
caused by a lack of vitamins and 
minerals. I would advise you feeding 
a more well balanced mineral mixture. 
In case you do not get results from 
this would advise you seeing your 
veterinarian, as he might prescribe 
some hormone treatment.
